IF NOT LOWEST, WHO WAS AND WHY WERE THEY NOT AWARDED: 
EFFECT OF PASSAGES 


The Fort Wayne Police Department Crime Scene Management Section 
has had two (2) vans totaled out in accidents within the last 
year, and has two (2) vehicles needing to be replaced. One (1) 
has 88,652 miles and the other has 157,182 miles. 


IF REPLACEMENT, WHAT NECESSITATES: 


The four (4) vans are needed so that each technician and 
supervisor will have a fully equipped van at their disposal as 
they not only work three different shifts, but are subject to 
emergency call-out 24 hours a day. They are called on a regular 
basis. 


EFFECT OF NON-PASSAGE: 


the Fort Wayne Police Department would be greatly hindered in 
collecting evidence at major crime scenes; thus, jeopardizing the 
possibility of Dfosscusremn. Currently Crime Scene 18 utalizing 8
